"Are all cigars adulterated?" 
"Not all. The most common fraud te in 


the flavoring, and this opens the way to num- 
berless do vices. Some may not be injurious 
to health, but a great many of them are. 
They are principally prepared from gams, 
rosins, alcoholic spirits and some of the 
ethereal extracts, such as extracts of valerian, 
tinctures of torn, benxoln, muriate of valerian, 
acetate of valerian, licorice extract, pow- 
dered lieorice-root, Jamaica rum, port wine, 
alcohol sugar, Tonqua beans, orange peel, 
common black molasses, cinnamon essence, 
laudanum, and nobody knows what else. 
Some of the cigars made by these adulterants 
have nearly upset me when I smoked them. 
Why don't smokers demand 'a pure .article 
made of the .good old Pennsylvania stock, 
such as wo get-from Key West for solid 
Havana? Then they might enjoy a decent 
smoke, and not have to take the sickening 
stuff, filled up with licorice and rum, which 
will tempt a man to chew one-half while be 
is smoking the other, in this way getting the 
full benefit of all the nicotine that collects in 
the end of the cigar. 


"About six years ago the idea got into the 


head of sdme of our smart smokers that they 
must have all dark cigars. No doubt they 
thought they came nearer to looking like im- 
ported stock, so dark cigars now are all the 
rage. Anybody acquainted with the-tobacco 
business knows that not all tobacco in -a lot 
will be of one color, and no matter how long 
it is kept it will not become darker. Perhaps 
they thought tho manufacturers wonld throw 
away the light tobacco. Bnt they did no 
such thing. They colored the wrapper. It 
makes no difference about the filler; the 
smoker don't see that, and if the wrapper is 
dark he ia happy. He imagines that the color 
makes the strength. Men come into a store 
and ask for a mild cigar. Oive them a light- 
colored cigar and they go away satisfied, 
though it may be strong enough to knock 
down a horse. But the wrapper U light aud 
the smoker's imagination does the rest. 
"The demand for dork-wrappers brought 
the'resweating, process into use. This mokes 
tobacco as nearly rotten as it can well be 
made without destroying it entirely. Here 
more drugs come into play. Among these 
are ammonia, vinegar and sour red wine. A 
solution of boiled tobacco stems is also used. 
The leaves are dipped Into this solution and 
put into a room where they are cooked by 
steam until they are block enough to make 
wrappers to suit the tastes of those who ore 
looking for strong cigars. Many other drugs 
ore used, but with afl this the cigars will'not 
all be dark enough, so it is necessary to adopt 
another means, and the worst of all, that is 
dyeing and painting." 
"Painting i" asked the writer, in amaze- 


ment. 
"Let me show you what I mean." And the 
cigar man took an innocent looking, dark, 
glossy cigar from a box and lifted the wrapper 
with his penknife. Under the hip of the 
wrapper and on the inside the color was sev- 
eral shades lighter than that shown on the 
outside of the cigar. Then, wetting the end of 
his finger he rubbed it over the wrapper. 
The result was that the end of his 
finger 
assumed 
the 
color 
of 
the 
cigar. "Of-all the Hastiness practiced 
by tho trade this is the worst, as the most of 
these paints give the smoker a sore mouth 
from tho strong alkalies necessary to over- 
come the oil in the tobacco." A large amount 
of soda and ammonia is used to cut the oil 
For coloring they take extract of logwood, 
nutgalls; alum for a mordant, sugar or gum 
arable for a varnish, and probably fifty more 
ingredients, all more or less injurious to 
health. To-day cigars ore not only dyed and 
pointed, but several machines have already 
been patented to do the work. One machine 
consists of two boards. One is covered with 
a sponge and the other with canvas. The 
sponge is saturated with the coloring liquid 
and the cigars placed on the canvas-covered 
board, then ore rolled between the two until 
they ore covered with the dye stuff, when 
they ore rolled between two cloth covered- 
boards to remove the surplus, after which 
they are allowed to dry. They are then full- 
fledged solid Havanas/'1

Does this 
scheme take into consideration the 
ability of any of the industries to 
bear such reduction? Does it at- 
tempt to conform to circumstances? 
Does it ask whether this or that in 
dnstrj will be ruined by the process? 
Does it ask whether our workmen 
are expected to compete with wages 
at $7.50 a year in India ? Not at all. 
It simply means that as long as our 
tariff duties, whatever they are, limit 
or prohibit the importation of goods 
or pioducts from any part of the 
world, just so long must the work of 
reduction go on. It means a blind 
race after free trade, the expenses of 
which must be paid in yearly in- 
stallments by the labor and capital 
of tho country- 


If the capitalists and manufac- 


turer* believed that the Democrats 
would be permitted to inaugurate 
such a policy, the property in this 
Nation would depreciate at a rate 
that would astonish the men who 
knov. all about the theory of trade 
and traffic, but seldom accomplish 
any practical results.

giving the extract from Bishop Seymour's 
address to tho Springfield Synod, with 
reference to the Episcopal summer resort, 
the town ;of Anmpanma, located on the 
shore of Green Bay, Wisconsin, 14 miles 
north of the town ot that name, and in B 
region of country represented to be nn- 
Burpaiaed for salubrity of climate, fertility 
of soil and beauty of scenery. Asmall 
hamlet, Bay City, is the nearest postoffice, 
a mile distant. The new town covers 18 
acres, and is laid out in 65 nicely shaded 
lots, each 52x130 feet, a block being re- 
served on which an Episcopal chapel will 
be erected. Comfortable houses maybe 
built on the lots at prices ranging from 
$350 to $500 and upwards, according to 
the number of rooms required. The 
avenues or streets are named "Spring- 
field," "Decatur," "Bloomington" and 
"Cairo," and along the shore ot the bay is 
the public highway. We quote from the 
circular: "It is hoped that every Parish 
and Mission in the Diocese will take im- 
mediate steps to secure a lot and build 
during this season or in the near future. 
They will furnish a place of recreation 
for the clergy and their families during 
the hot months and give to them that 
needed rest to which earnest and hard 
workers are justly entitled. We feel that 
if the clergy and their families could gain 
that short respite from labor which lay- 
nien seek, they would return to their posts 
so renewed in health and spirits that the 
gracious investment in their behalf would 
be more than repaid in renewed zeal aud 
earnestness in the Divine work." Laymen 
are also invited to erect houses for their 
own use in Anapaumn, the proceeds from 
the sale of lots to be used in the improve- 
ment of the grounds aud building a 
chapel. The land cost $10,000, and it is 
now in charge ot a board of trustees, 
whose members are RL Rev. George F. 
Seymour, S. T. D., LL. D., of Springfield; 
Rev. 
Walter H. Moore, rector ot St 


John's church, this city, and William J. 
Quinlan, secretary and treasurer, Decatnr, 
nL Mr. Quinlan was mainly instrumental 
in providing for this attractive summer 
resort for the Episcopal clergy, and in his 
address alluded to Bishop Seymour re- 
fers to our fellow-townsman in a lauda- 
tory manner. There is great interest 
among Episcopalians with reference to 
Anapauma, and we have no doubt but hi 
a short time the resort will be dotted 
with numerous cosy cottages, and that 
the town on Green Bay will be visited by 
large numbers of clergymen, their fami- 
lies and laymen each summer season.
